The delegates to the nominating convention of 
the 3ith senatorial district metin the reading 
room of the Kimball house at noon yesterday, 
The convention was organizei with Colonel P. 
W. Alexander, of Cobb, as chairman, and Chas. 
W. Smith, of Fulton, as secretary. 
The following is a list of the delegates and 
proxies:

A committee composed of John T. Pendleton, 
of Fulton, J. L. H. Waldrop, of Clayton, and A. 
C. McIntosh, of Cobb, was‘appointed to draft a 
set of rules for the government of the conven- 
tion. 
Their report was adopted. 
The majority rule in making nominations was 
adopted. 
Mr. Blalock, of Clajton, was appointed assis- 
nt secretary, and the convention proceeded to 
the call of counties for nominations. 
_ Clayton was called first, and Mr. Waldrop 
placed in nomination the name of Hon. J. T. 
Spence. - 
* On the call of Cobb, Mr. Wm. .J. Winn, ina 
neat speech, presented the name of W. M. Ses- 
S1LONS. 
When Fulton was reached, Charles W. Smith 
mede @ logical address, and placed before the con- 
vention the name of John B. Goodwin. 
The call of counties for the purpose of ballot- 
ing was then commenced, and on the first ballot 
the vote stood: Spence, 4; Goodwin, 3, and Ses- 
sions, 5. The second bailot did not change 
the result. Fulton voted three for 
Goodwin, two for Spence and one for Sessions. 
On the third ballot one of Fulton’s yotes was 
changed from Spence to Goodwin, leaving the 
vote: Sessions §,Goodwin 4, Spence 3. The fourth, 
fifth and sixth ballots did not alter the vote, but 
ou the call for the seventh and eighth ballots the 
result changed to, Goodwin 5, Sessions 5, and 
S,ence 2. 
Mr. McIntosh, of Cobb, moved to take a ninth 
ballot and if no conelusion was reached, to ad- 
journ until three o’clock, allowing the delegates 
time for dinner, The motion was carried 
and on the call of counties the vote 
stood: Goodwin 6, Sessions 4, Spence 2, each 
county voting solidly for its own man. 
The convention then adjourned, at 2 o'clock, 
for an honr’s recess. 
The balloting was interspersed with some good- 
humored speeches, in which each delegation 
urged thatit was the duty of the convention to 
nominate mea from their respective counties, 
under the rotation plan. 
At three o’clock the convention re-assembled, 
and the balloting again commenced, but with no 
change from the last vote taken before the-ad- 
jourument. When the eighteenth ballot was 
reached Cobb gave Clayton one vote, making the 
figures stand Spence 3, Sessions 3, Goodwin 6. 
The voting continued in that way until the 
twenty-second ballot, when it resumed the former 
figures of Goodwin 6, Sessions 4, and Spence 2. 
The balloting continued until the ninety-seventh 
ballot was reached and there being no change the 
convention adjourned to meet to-day at eleven 
o'clock.

NATIONAL ISSUES 


ABSORBING THE PUBLIC ATTENTION, 


The Action of the New York State Democ. atic 
- Committee—The Leaders Oonfidént of Car- 
rying the State by an Increased 
Majority—Heister Olymer. 


New York, August 31.—The action of the dem- 
ocratic state committee on Friday was talked 
about in political circles to-day to the exclusion 
of almost every other topic. It is generally con- 
ceded that the initiatory step toward harmony in 
the p«rty in New York state has been taken and 
that the democracy will soon present a united 
front to the republicans. 

The state committee’s action gives great satis- 
faction at the headquarters of the democratic na- 
tional committee. The members of that body see 
in the decision to call a state convention and the 
manner in which that action was brought about 
the union of the party in the state of New ¥ork. 
The certainty of this union Mm New York, they 
say, will increase the democratic vote in Maine, 
Ohio and Indiana. 

Mayor Cooper, who, in the absence of Abram 
8S. Hewitt, represents New York state on the ua- 
tional committee, took an active part in the 
movements, which resulted in the state 
committee’s deci-ion to call a convention. He 
said yesterday of the committee’s action: ‘‘The 
effect of calling the convention for September 28 
with the understanding that there shall be only 
oe convention for chief judge of 
the court of appeals will! be very 
great, Notwithstanding that there has 
for some time been but one democratic electoral 
ticket In the field, the fact that Tammany had 
called a convention produced an impression that 
there would be :glivision in the party upon state 
issues, which would tend tuinjure the canvass for 
the national ticket. The republicans have beep 
saying through their speakers and newspapers, 
especially in Maine and Indiana, that the dissen- 
sion in the state of New York would g:ve this 
st te to Garfield and defeat Hancock.”’ 


The Tammuny hall state committee has re- 
voked its call for the state convention, and in a 
card to the democratic clectors of the state request 
thatthey joinin the election of delegates to the 
conventi n called by the Faulkner committee, to 
be held at Saratoga -eptember 28th. 

READING, Pa., August 31.—At the democratic 
convention to-day, Hon. D. Ermintrant, at pre- 
sent state senator, was nomi.:ated on the first bal- 
” for congress. This is Heister$Clymei’s dis- 
trict. 

CoNCORD, N. H., August 31.—Herbert F. Norris 
has writien a letter declining the nomination for 
congress from the first district of this state. 
WASHINGTON, August 31.—It seems that Senator 
Conkling has authorized a member of the na- 
tional republican committee to state that he will 
make four speeches in Indiana and three in Ohio. 
General Grant, it is said, will preside at the first 
meeting in the west at which Conaling speaks. 
Itis now given out authoritatively that the na- 
tional committee will send no money to the 
south, andethat no republican speakers will go 
there under their auspices. The cry of a ‘solid 
south’’ is the only stock in trade which they have 
left, and it is qui.e natural that they do not wish 
to part withit. Mr. Blaine, after the election in 
Maine, will stump the west, going as far as Cali- 
fornia. General Garfield has iniormed the na- 
tional committee that he considers it vitally im- 
portant to carry Indiana in October, and, begin- 
ning in a few days the committee will ur all 
their available cash into that state, and flood it 
from end to end with th.ir best speakers. 


An Atlanta Merchant, 
Mr. Green T. Dodd has just returned from a 
visit to the griat north and west. He went to 
Chicago with the Knights !emplar, and from 
there went to Detroit, and thence to Magara and 
New York. He is aclose observer, and in his in- 
terviews with the people at the north discovered 
what was the general feeling in that section. 
He says that he attended in Washington City - 
the largest political meeting he ever saw, it be- 
ing an enthusiastic Hancock and English ratifiea- 
tion.

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AMERICAN SCIENCE, 


Yesterday’s Proceedings of the Scien- 
tifie Association. 

Boston, August 3i.—The American association 

met again in general session this morning for the 

transacion of general business. The first busi- 


“ness was the election of officers for the mecting 


of 1831. The following were chosen: President, 


Professor G. H. Brush, of New Haven; secretary, 
Professor C. V. Riley, of Washington; treasurer, 
Professor W. 8. Vaux, of Philadelphia; president 
of section A, Professor A. Moyers, of Hoboken, 
N..J.; secretary of section B, Professor William 
Saunders, of Canada; auditory committee, Pro- 
fessor Henry Wheatland, of Salem, and Professor 
Thomas Meehau, of Philadelphia. 
A resolution providing for a secret reunion of 
the sections on the second evening of the future 
meetings, Was adopted; and also one? nizing 
the services of the late General Myer of the sig- 
nal service 
Another resolution was adopted providing for 
the appointment of a committee to select a series 
of stars, stellar magnitude, for standards, to 
be reported at the next meeting. 
The foliowing message was cabled this morning 
to France: ‘‘ Whereas, to-day, August 31, is th 
ninety-fifth birthday of M. De Cevreuls, senior 
rember of the French academy; therefore, re- 
solved, that the American association for the ad- 
vancement of science, now in session in Boston, 
send their hearty congratulations, with the hope 
that his life and labors may be prolonged at least 
to a full century.”’ 
In the department of physics, papers were read 
as follows: aL a the use of mercurial ther. 
mometers at high temperatures,” by Professor 
Silas W. Holman; ‘‘On the movement of physical 
constants,’’ by Professor Alfred M. Mayer. 
Remarks were also made on Mr. C. S. Pierce’s 
paper of ‘‘Ghosts in Rutherford’s Gratings. 
in the chemical section, Professor A. A. Brene- 
man, of Cornell. exhibited the results of experi- 
ments to obtain new colors for common 
stoneware, now decorated onl 
in blue. The sam ples exhibi 
showed that the range of colors which can be 
ob.ained for ware ig very great. A vase was 
shown, upon which a vine in green was painted 
upon an ordinary gray body of stoneware. This 
cheap ware may in this way be made the basis of 
new process of underglaze decoration, in which 
the entire piece of color, glaze and body is com- 
pleted at asingle burning. The theory of the 
new process rests upon the thickness and com- 
parative impressibility of the glaze. " 
Professor Riley, of Washington, read an inter- 
esting paper on the receut practical results of the 
cottton worm inguiry by the United States ento- 
mologicel commission. He stated that the cotton 
worm of the south is a small leaping caterpillar, 
the young or larve of a moth known to science as 
aletia argillicca. While there are many 
other nsects injuriously affecting the 
cotton plant, this is the worst 
of all, and careful statistics show that the 
people of the south have suffered an annual loss 
since the warof about fifteen million uoliars 
from itsravages.

A TERRIBLE STORM 


In Which Some Loss of Property 
Occurs. 

RICHMOND, Va., August 31.—This city was 

visited last night by one of the fiercest storms ever 

known in this section. For two hours rain fell in 


torrents, accompanied by almost incessant thun- 
der and lightuing” The rush of water in the 
streets was so great that Shacke) creek, in the 
lower part of the city, was swollen to an angry 
torrent, which overtiows its banks 
and flooded the whole vicinity. Many ceilars 
were filled, and buil ings bordering on the 
creek inundated. The occupants of the buildings 
were mostly colored. The flood came upon them 
sO unexpecteddy, they being awakened by the 
rush.of water into their houses, that it was with 
the greatest difficulty they were rescued 
The scene in the neighborhood of 
the swollen stream was terrible. Women and 
children were seen at the windows, holding 
lamps and screaming for help. The night was 
pitch dark, and often cries were heard from points 
where no one could be scen. Men were wading 
about in the water trying to save life, while they 
saw their worldly goods swept away. While the 
damage, in figures, is not great, yet the Joss falls 
heavily upow’ a people who are least able to 
bear it. A number of merchants sustained 
considerable loss by the floosing of cellars. In 
parts of the citythe streets were badly flooded and 
several bridges in the suburbs were swept away. 
Lightning struck in several places but did no 
serious damage. No loss oflife has yet been re- 
ported. Repurts from the surroundivg country 
show thatthe storm covered an extensive area 
and did some damage.

THE DEAD CHIEF 


MOURN. 


FOR WHOM THE INDIANS 


The Life and Services of Ouray, the Late Indian 
 Chief—A Born Diplomatist who Always 
Knew How to Mate the Most of 
His Chances—A Rare Man. 


WaSHINGTON, August 31.—Chief Ouray, of the 
Uie Indians, whose death on Friday at the Los 
Pines agency, Colorade, has been announced, 
was one of the most remarkable of Indian states- 
meu since the death of Black Hawk and Red 
Jacket. He was born probably within the pre 
sent territory of Colorado, some fifty-five or sixty 
years ago, when that reg.on nominally belonged 
to Mexico, but was utterly unknown to white 
men. The important tribe of Utes, of which he 
wa; the most congpicuous individual, occupied 
an immense territory, embracing a large part of 
Utah (which derives its name from the tribe,) and 
neariy all of Colorado west of the Rocky moun- 
tains. The chief settlements of the Utes 
were upon the Colorado river and 
its upper tributaries, the Grand, Green, 
White, Gunnison and San Juan rivers. They are 
divided into several bands, under separate chief- 
tains, the best known bands being the Uintah 
Utes in Utah,the White River Utes, the Southern 
Utes, and the Uncomphagre Utes, the latter 


being the most numerous and the one to which } 


Ouray belonged. The name is derived from the 
range of mountains which they inhabited, and 
this probably from the Spanish words un compa- 
dre, literally a fellow godfather, but colloquial- 
ly meaning a good frien. Ouray became ac- 
quainted in early life with some of the Mexicaus 
on the northern confines of New Mexico, traded 
with them and learned the Spanish language 
so as to be able to use it in conversation. 
Since the zettlement of Colorado and Utah by 
Americans he came into cloce relations with many 
settlers and was known as the white man’s fiiend. | 
Many years ago, while hunting east of the Rocky 
mouctains, his only child, a boy of twelve 
years o1d, was captured by the Sioux and is be- 
lieved to be still living. This was the greatest 
grief of bis life, and he repeatedly, and not un- 
reasonably, appealed to the influence of the 
‘great father’ at Washington to secure his return. 
Since the openiog of treaty relations with his 
tribe Ouray rapidly adopted many of the distinet- 
ive habits of civilization. Though the greater 
partofthe Utes remained savages, he learned 
from the whites the methods of agriculture, e<- 
tablished a farm of sixty acreson which he raised 
good crops and cattle, anc builta comfortable 
house and had it well furrished. Governor Mc- 
Cook, cf Colorado, made him a present of a hand 
some carriage, and with a stylish team and a 
Mexican driver, he was able to ‘astonish the na- 
tives’ by his magnificence. Being a natural di- 
plomatist, he soon learned the secretcf commu- 


nicating his views by writing to the Indian 
department or directly to th: president, and used 
to sign his name tosuch letters as he caused to be 
written. He made at least three visits tou Wash- 
ington, being received wi:th proper attention. 
His efforts to avert war last year in connection with 
the Meeker murder by the White River Utes, his 
appointment as a peace commissioner along with 
one or two whi.e men, his eloquent speeches 
on the grievances of his tribe, his visit to Wash- 
ington last winter and his appearance before the 
committee on indian affairs, will be remembered 
by our readers, Quite recently he h d been ne- 
goliating the sale of a large portion of the Ute 
reservation in Colorado, but his Sig mph death 
will probably render it difficult to sccomplish 
that coveted object. 

The death of Chief Ouray will not, in the opin- 
ion of officers of the interior department, serious! 
impede the business of the Ute commission, 
much less break off entirely negotiations now 
piirding. Aciing Secretary Bell, while concedinz 
io Chief Ouray sap me influence among, 
Southern Utes, toinks there still remains gmongst 
them other chiefs and head men favorably in- 
clined to the treaty, who will induce members of 
their tribe to agree to it, and consequently feeis 
quite confident that negotiations will be conduct- 
ed to a successful ehding. 

Los PINvS, VIA LAKE CITY, Angust 31.—At the 
grand council held yesterday Chief Sapavonari 
was elected as the successor of Ouray. There 
were only two other applicants for the position— 
Guero and Peah. The former claimed it by the 
right of promotion, as second in rank, but his 
known hostility to the whites prevented his pro 
metion. Sapovonari is fifty years old and has 
cousiderabie strength of character. His following 
is large, and he enjoyed Ouray’s confidence to 
such an extent that he was left in charge last 
winter during the latrer’s visit to Washington 
Heisthe best man forthe place, but he is far 
from being equal to Ouray. ‘The Utes have killed 
tive of Ouray's best horses that they may accom- 
pany him to the happy hunting ground. 

WASHINGTON, August 31.—Acting-Secretary 
Bell, of the interior Gepartment, received a tele- 
gram to-dey from Colonel Meacham, one of the 
Ute commissioners, dated Los Pinos, August 28, 
which says the crisis in the Ute affairs has passed. 
Seventy Uncompahgre and White river headmen 
and chiefs “have placed their bands under the 
direction of the agent. They haye accepted Sap- 
avonariaschief. You need have no fears of the 
agent. Kerry is equal to the emergency and has 
the confidence of the Utesat Los Pinos and White 
river. They are anxious for peace.

Talk With Mr. J.C. Courtney About the 
Raikes Centennial.

BISMARCK ADVISES THE PRINCZ 


Hot to be Too Brash About His Movements, bat 
to Lean Up Austria as a Rock of 
Safety— 


Loxrp ox, August 31.—A British political officer 
at Candahar, telegraphed on the 26th as follows: 
“The country is quieting down. Ayoob’s force is 
reduced to its regular size and a small number 
of Ghazis. It is reported that*he wishes to retreat to 
Garf and Ginshk, but is prevented by the Cabul 
troops. The'seize is practically raised. A larce 
quantity of food was brought in yesterday."’

TOO MUCH PROSPERITY. 


A Poor Inventor Made Suddenly Rich 
. @ees te Picces. 
Washington Post, 2th. 

Once a brilliant inventor, then a pers’st- 
ent litigant, suing for the rights of which 
he had been defrauded, made suddenly rich 
by winning his suit, and now an inmat> of 
the common jail for intoxication and coa- 
tempt of court. Sach are the brief chap- 
of Augustin J. Ambler’s life. Years ago, to 
commence at the beginning, he started life 
under the most fayorable auspices. A pas- 
sion for mechanics was fostered by favora- 


—— with — ine 
expectations, as are all inventors, he ovm- 
menced his new work. A long period of 
toil and patient endeavor succeeded, 
marked with alternete hopes and fears. 
Failures were frequent, bat the inventor 
laughed at discouragement in the hope of 
futare success. At last, however, his funds 


would 
int Mr. R M. 
Whipple became associated with Ambier as 
a partner, and the National gas and jiroa 
company was formed in St. Louis. Wuen 
the secret of the invention was made kno va 
to Whipple its im was al once 
manifest ta,him, and he took in anoiber 
partner, Thomas 8S. Dickerson. In _ the 
meantime the invention was completed. It 
was a furnace for smelting metals by means 
of petroleum vapor, produced by the action 
of superheated steam. The old 
tedious methods of smelting by 
the ordinary p) ocesses were to 
be done away with, and a revolution 
wrought in this great branch of manufac. 
tures. At last it seemed to the hard. 
working inventor that the long expected 
success was to bea happy realization. At 
once he took steps to get out a patent, but 
was met at the threshold of his applic ution 
by a startling discovery. While tuiling 
aud studying his two partners had obtained 
patents for his invention, and he was ex- 
cluded from all benefits. His delay had 
been fatal to him. All the work of bis 
lifetime was to go for naugit. LIne glory 
and the wealth far which be nad striven 
were completely out of his reach. There 
was only one way to seek {mmediate redress, 
and that was to bave the illegal patents 
Proceedings were at once insti- 
tuted in the patent office, and a legal fight, 
which was to last a decade, was begun. 
There were many vexatious delays, and it 
was nevetsary to take evidences frum all the 
parties concersed. But Ambler proved so 
conclusively that he was really the inventor 
that be gained his point. But this first vie- 
tory did not by any means end the matter. 
The case was taken iio the courts. Tue 
delays which the wronged litigant, impa- 
tient to be righted, had suff red in the pat- 
ent office were nothing to the long and tedi- 
ous struggie which now commenced, From 
court to court, from the district justices to 
the supreme tribunal of the United States, 
the case was appealed and transferred unti! 
Mr. Ambier began aimost to despair. But 
holding in his bands the canceled paterts 
as a powerful argumentin his behalf, be 
continued the fight, wearisome,discouraging 
and expensive though it was. Finally, 
after ten years, he began to see dy- 
light. A special auditor, Mr. FE C. Lnogersoti, 
was appointed by the court toexamine into 
the case und see what was realiv due Mr 
Ambier. A thorough examination of sll 
the accessible documents showing the 
amount paid for patent rightsto Whipple 
& Dickerson was made, and the total found 
to be over $1,250,000, As an equitable 
adjustment the auditor decided that 
Ambler should be paid one-half of this 
amount. Therefore, on the 17th of baat 
June, Justice Cox ordered the defendan's 
to pay the plaintiff the sam of S577,431. 
and, within thirty days, 1,375 shares of 
the National gas and iron company.

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CAROLINA’S CENSUS. 


Mr. HMay«s Comes to the Coscliusion 
That itis All Bight. 


Wasuinoton, Angust 28.—A short time 
ago President Hayes was convinced, and it 
was so stated in these dispatches, that it 
would be necessary to have the census of 


South Carolina taken over again. Promi- 
nent federal officials in the state represent- 
ed to him that frauds of the most flagrant 
character had been openly perpetrated and 
the enumerators bh been misied. It is 
reported that just before his aeparture for 
Onio he discussed the subject with General 
Walker, suverintendent of the census. 
who assared him if the usual tests ap- 
plied to verify the correctness of 
the census of population 
the slightest suspicion of fraud he 
would promptly acquaint him of the fact 
wherever he might be. In the meantime, 
Secretary Schurz, of whose department the 
census bureau is a branch, would heve 
returned to Washington, and he would be 
able to judge correctly of the demand fur 
arenumeration. After General Walker's 
visit to the executive mansion, a republican 
ex-member of congress from South Caroli- 
na, who has the confidence of the president, 
called to urge a new census,in the state. 
The president frankly told him that he did 
not believe there was the slightest foanda- 
tion now four the aileged trauds, and, taking 
the vute for president in S,uth Carolina in 
1876 as a basis of calculation, being the year 
and seven months before the enumera- 
tion began, South Carolina ought 
to have in 1380 pearly, if not quite,a 
silKon inhabitants.

And 
now that the vacation of 1880 is over, let 
us all buckle on the harness with re- 
newed strength, patriotism and general 
good will. A vacation is time wasted if 
it does not make every man or woman a 
better citizen and neighbor. 

A Board of Street Commissioners. 

. Alderman R. C. Mitchell is quoted as 
saying that the council will be able to 
give $35,000 to streets and sewers next 
year, besides a large amount of city and 
county convict labor. Ii this is properly 
applied, it can be used to get $55,000, at 
least, from the property owners who are 
along the length of its expenditure. Al- 
most any property holder will give as 
much as the city gives to enlarge or 
lengthen a needed sewer. So that we 
may count on there being used on our 
streets and sewers next year, in money 
and labor, from $70,000 to $100,000; and 
this sum will be increased annus!ly as 
the city grows and the tax-books swell. 

Now, we submit that this is too much 
money to be spent under the direction of 
a casual street committee, that has local 
needs and is elected by popular vote. 
We need a board of street commissioners 
who shall serve year after year, and 
who _ shall be responsible for 
the systematic and permanent 
improvement of our streets. Mr. Stew- 
art himself, the excellent and active 
chairman of streets, says that such a 
board is needed. His experience shows 
him the need of sucha thing. Ther@are 
many property holders who will not give 
money to the city to be uséd except un- 
der direction of a board. With an intel- 
ligent board, we believe that the private 
citizens would give dollar tor dollar for 
every expenditure made by the city. 
Let us have the board established? Itis 
an important maiter.

Mr. Norwood and the Colored People. 
Itis to be hoped that a copy of the 
“Convict Catechism,” issued by the Nor- 
wood campaigners for circulation among 
the colored people will fall into the hands 
of every thoughtful white democrat in 
the state. Such asinister and insidious 
attack upon the democratic party, which 
is responsible for the convict system as 
it stands to-day, cannot fail to arouse 
indignation. The democratic party did 
not originate the system, but it is re- 
sponsible for its continuance, for the 
simple reason that it has been impos- 
sible to discover a remedy. The sysiem 
was saddled upon the state by the repub- 
licans, and it isas if the old man of the 
sea had gone into politics. It is a practi- 
cal question, and one that deserves the 
attention of thoughtful men. Mr. Nor- 
wood, in his claptrap allusion to the 
matter in his proclamation does not tell 
us how the system is to be reformed, 
and the sinister circular of his cam- 
paigners is quite as free from suggestions. 
The supporters of Mr. Norwood claim to 
be democrats, and they thus make them- 
selyes each and severally us responsible 
for the convict system and the abuses 
which are  inseperable from a 
bad law, as Gordon or: Col- 
quitt. What remédy does = Mr. 
Norwood propose? In what direction 
would he turn to secure that exemplary 
punishment for crime which the safety 
of society and the security of the indi- 
vidual, white and colored, would seem to 
demand? Itisto be regretted that Mr. 
Norwood has allowed his campaigners to 
bring this question into politics, for it is 
a matter to be discussed at leisure by the 
best minds of the state. It is a vital 
problem of state concern that should not 
be settled by the mere politicians, and 
we feel convinced that Mr. Norwood will 
regret that he has allowed his campaign- 
ers to flood the state with a document 
which,.if it has any effect whatever, is 
calculated to inflame the prejudices of 
the more ignorant blacks, and all to no 
purpose. For if Mr. Norwood were tobe 
made governor twice over he could not 
change the law, and it is not to be ex- 
pected that a man who has improved 
every passing occasion to display a 
seemingly uncontrollable animus against 
the negro race will strenuously 
endeavor to bring about reforms ina 
system which has for its purpose 
the punishment of crime. So far as we 
know, Mr. Norwood has never spoken a 
kind or a hopeful word for the colored 
people. On the contrary, he has made 
them the vietims of his sarcasm, and the 
aspirations of the more intelligent ot the 
race he has made ita point to ridieule and 
belittle. It is not pleasant to allude to 
these things, for the reason that Mr. 
Norwood’s attitude toward the negro is 
not a pleasant thing to contemplate, and 
for the further reason that he does not 
represent the feelings, intentions and 
purposes of the democratic party in 
Georgia. If we understand public sen- 
timent, as represented by the democracy 
of this state, our people do not see any- 
thing ridiculous or hopeless in the posi- 
tion of the negro. They do not believe, 
with Mr. Norwood, that he ‘“cumbereth 
“the ground.” Theysympathize with his 
struggles, and look forward to his future 
welfare and improvement with profound 
solicitude. 
There is nota single act of Governor 
Colquitt’s administration that is not in 
sympathy with this sentiment. 
Even as the chief executive of 
the state his influence as limited, but to 
the extent of his ability as a governor 
and asa citizen he has shown himself at 
all times and in all places to be the sin- 
cere friend of the negro. Instead of ridi- 
culing the black man and calling upon 
Providence to cut him down, Governor 
Colquitt has extended to him the hand 
of sympathy, and he has done more to 
reconcile race prejudices in Georgia than 
any other one man. He not only had 
the opportunity and the desire, but the 
will to take advantage of both. We are 
not at all afraid, therefore, that the col- 
ored people can be persuaded by an 
anonymous circular inte believing that 
Governor Colquitt is responsible for the 
convict system. The crusade against it 
was undertaken by his most intimate 
friend, and under his administration, as 
can be indisputably shown by figures, 
the abuses of the system have been 
greatly mitigated. It is a pity te see 
men who call themselves democrats 
befouling their own nests, and it is to 
be regretted that a problem 
involving the peace and good order of 
society,the protection of life and property 
should be seized upon by claptrap poli- 
ticians to be used for the purpose of se- 
curing votes. But the result will be the 
same. Intelligent colored men have 
only to compare the record of Governor 
Colquitt with that.of Mr. Norwood.

ho sent it to New York and through the 

ourth National Bank of that tity, the 
then special ageit of the state treasury, 
received the money, every doilar of which 
was through that bank, paid outon the 
bonds and coupons of the state. I pow say 
here net one cent of the proceeds of the 
draft referred toever went to the hands 
of Alston, Garlington or any cther agent 
ote collected or pretended to collect the 
claim. 

But you ask how was the Alston-Garling- 
ton fee paid? It was paid, fellow-citizens, 
with money taken by the governor out of 
the treasury of Georgia, no cent of which 
formed any part of the proceeds of the draft 
referred to. These proceeds, as already 
stated, were used in New York. Alston & 
Co. were paid with money taken out of the 
treasury in Atlanta. But you ask how. 
were the ace unts of the treasurer made to 
baiance? It was done by skillful book- 
keeping, an art held by Governor Brown in 
former times to be highly reprehensible. 
[Laughter] Sometime after the draft re- 
terred to was sent to Néw York, the treasu- 
rer was charged upon the books of the 
com ptruller-general with the amount of the 
same iiss the sum handed to the gov- 
ernor for the fees. So you perceive by this 
adroit process the treasurer is made charge- 
able with only 152,000 and cdd hundred do!- 
lars—the proceeds of the draft, whereas in 
truth he received $198,035 as such proceeds 
of such draft. Now, what authority had 
the governor to draw these fees from the 
treasury of the state? If you will turn to 
the constiiution of 1868, (and 
the same provision is in our 
present constitution) you will find that 
money cannot be drawn from the treasury 
except by an + tpt pnw by law. It is 
not pretended that the amount of these fees 
had been appropriated bylaw. If you will 
turn to still another provision of the consti- 
tution you will find that the governor in 
bis official oath swore in effect that he would 
abideby and perform the provisions of that 
constitution. Now, I jusr ask the simple 
question, when he paid out the amount of 
the Alston fees without an appropriation by 
law did he observe the constitution? [| 
leave you to answer the question. 

To another matter of a somewhat similar 
character, I will now call your attention. 
In the act authorizing the cailing of a con- 
stitutional convention in 1877 there was an 
appropriation of $25,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of such convention. Before the du 
ties of the convention had been performed 
the appropriation was exhausted. Just at 
this time an official opinion of the attorney 
general, the legal adviser of the governor 
was published in the newspapers to the ef- 
fect that no further funds could be drawn 
to meet the expenses of the convention; 
that the governor was under constitutional 
obligation to allow no money to be drawn 
from the treasury except by appropriation 
of Jaw; that this meant that a lerislature 
and not the convention should make such 
an appropriation. 

It wes expected when this opinion was 
published that the convention would be 
embarrassed thereby. This expectation met 
with disappointment. The convention oc- 
cupied a plane high above the art and arti- 
fices of those who were opposed to it. 
When the attention of the convention was 
called to thé subject, that grand old man, 
General Toombs, arose in his place as a 
member of the convention and stated that 
the body need not be troubled; that if ac- 
cess to the treasury of the state should be 
denied them, that he, by God's blessing, 
possessed the means of defraying their ex- 
penses; that he was not afraid to trust his 
mother, the oli commonwealth of Georgia; 
that they shouid go on with their Jabors 
and he himself would undertake tu furnish 
the means they shouid need. { Tremendous 
applause. ] 

At the proper time an ordinance was in- 
troduced and passed authorizing and re- 
quiring the president of the convention to 
issue conyention bonds for the amount re- 
quired, payable on or before the last day 
of the next session of the legislature. Upon | 
these bonds money was advanced by Gen- 
eral Toombs tu the amount of over $21,000. 
Now, fellow-citizens, you will be some- 
what astonished, after what I have said to 
you, to hear thatthe amount of these bonds 
was paid General Toombs without any sppro- 
priation of law whatever. The goyernor had 
announced to the world through his attor- 
ney general tat the appropriation of $25,- 
00U baving been exhausted he was forbid- 
den by tbe constitution, which he had 
sworn to support, to allow any further 
funds to be drawn for the convention with- 
out an appropriation by the legislature 
Nevertheless, without any appropriation by 
iaw, in the very face of the announcement 
niade through his attoraey general, he about 
the 20.h day of Decewber, 1577, witaout any 
appropriation either by the Jegislature or 
the convention, put his hand into the 
treasury and drew out over $21,000 and 
paid the convention bonds referred to. It 
bas been stvied in exienuation of the gov- 
ernor’s conduct iu this matter that he paid 
these bonds fur the purpose of stopping the 
interest thereon. I[f you will take the 
trouble to examine thea attorney general’s 
report for the year 1877, you will there find 
that the governor during that year was 
under the necessity of borrowing tem- 
porarily over $150,000 to meet the want 
of the governme:t. He in effect borrowed 
money (according to the records) to stop in- 
terest on the convention bonds. So much 
for this. 

There are quite a number of other cases 
in which the governor paid out money 
without proper authority of law. The 
cases which | have already presented are 
sufficient to show that he seems to have bad 
bo proper conception of his constitutional 
obligation ia tiis regard, I will pass from 
this class of cases with the remark that a 
gentleman informed me in Atlanta the 
other day that there was fully a half peck 
of such cases which could be furnished 
from the comptroller general’s records. I 
now come to the case of the indorsement 
of the Northeastern railway bonds. Appli- 
cation for the indorsement of these bonds 
was made to Governor Colquitt’s predeces- 
sor, some time before the expiration of his 
term of office. He referred the question to 
Attorney-General Hammond, who furnish- 
ed his official opinion that the company was 
not, under the law, entitled to the indorse- 
ment. The governor furnished a copy of 
this opinion to the cempany, and also 
stated to*the president of the company that 
he could not give the indorsement applied 
for, Commissioners had been appoirted on 
the application of the governor to examine 
und report under the law the cond- 
tion of the road. This re- 
ort. did not come in until a day or two 
before the time the governor went 
out of office. The refusal to grant the aid 
was not regularly entered on the executive 
minutes, and the whole case was turned 
by the governor over to his successor. For 
more than twelve months after Governor 
Colquitt came into office he failed and re- 
fused to indorse these bonds. The matter 
was referred to the legislature of 1877 and 
was not acted on, A bill was filed before 
Judge Rice, one of the most learned judges 
in Georgia, who, after elaborate argument, 
held, in substance, that the company was 
not entitled to the indorsement. Upon the 
question of the validity of thisiandorsement 
a resolution was introcuced into the house 
and referred to the judiciary committee, I 
have not examined the jovrial. but the 
newspapers at the time stated that the com- | 
mittee reported uuanimously against the 
legaiity of the indorsement. So that I now 
say here every official who has ever been 
calied upon to pass upon the question of 
tne claim of the campany to the indorse- 
ment under oath. decided adversely thereto 
except Governor Colquitt. It was stated at 
the time and talked upon the streets of At- 
lanta,that the governor's own attorney gen- 
eral, Ely, was opposed to the indorsement. 
The opinion of Attorney-General Hammond 
was adverse to the indorsement, and the 
same I hoid bas never been, nor cao 
be successfully met. It is still on file in the 
executive office. Disregarding ail these, 
however, the governor at last allowed him 
self to be persuaded to make the indorse- 
ment. But not until after the ratification 
of the constitution of 1877, which provides 
that the credit of the state shall not be 
pledged in aid of any work of interna) im. 
provement. The fundamental law which 
the governor was sworn to obey, took away 
irom the governor, and from every other 
official, the power to pledge the credit of 
the state in such cases. Nevertheless the 
governor, in the face of this provision of the 
constitution, made this pledge. The con- 
stitution said he should not do it. But he 
made the pledge He swo.e to obey the 
constitution. I make no comments upon 
this. [Applause ] 

The next matter that I call your atten- 
tion to, is the wild land troubles which led 
to the impeachment and conviction of 
Com ptroller-General Goldsmith. I here 
state that the reports eof Comptroller-General 
Goldsmith fully pointed out to Governor 
Colquitt all the difficulties which environed 
the subject of the taxation of wild lands in 
the state of Georgia. No person can read 
the report of this unfortunate official, made 
to the governor in the early part of 1878, 
without feeling that it was his purpose to 
be honest. He not only pointed out the

have execated the wild land laws without 
injury to the owners of such sa pap The 
yernor was fully advised ought to 
ave known such was the facts. Did he 
have the power to interposeand prevent 
the wrong? If you will turn to section 75 
of the code of you will fiad the 
governor is invested with the power to sus 
pend collection of taxes or — portion 
thereof until the next meeting of the gen- 
eral assembly. Now, suppose the governor 
when he was advised inthese wild land 
troubles, had exercised the power given by 
law, and had suspesded the collection of 
these taxes until the meeting of the legis 
lature. Would he not have saved the state 
of Georgia and his own administration from 
the terrible disgrace which fell upon them by 
the trial and conviction of poor Goldsmith? 
If the governor had done his duty would 
Goldsmith have been convicted? No! 
[Applause.}] Because Goldsmith would ° 
never have been tried, and the people of 
Georgia who have been spared the blush of 
shame which tinges their cheeks whenever 
this case is mentioned. 

The next case to which I call your espe- 
cial attention is the mismanagement of the 
Georgia penitentiary. It will be borne in 
mind that since the war the increase of 
felonies has been very great in this state, as 
well as in the whole country. The ques- 
tion of the proper disposition to be made 
of convicts has been a very embarrassing 
one. The state owes it on the one hand to 
punish them, and on the other te attempt 
to reform them. It became a question how 
these duties could be best performed. The 
country was very poor after the war, and in 
proportion as we had become impoverished, 
convicts had increased. During fifty years 
of the history of the state penitentiary be- 
fore the war the convicts then cost annually, 
over and above all the means of the instita- 
tion, $210 per capita. At the time of the 
late lease contracts, which are so much 
complained of, were made, the number of 
convicts were, say 1,300 Multiply this by 
210 and we have, say one-fourth of a million 
of doliars. We certainly could not expect 
to support convicts now for-less than under 
the ola system. Is there anybody here, 
white or colored, who is willing tw con- 
tribute his portion of a quarter million of 
doliars to suppert the rogues of the coun- 
try. Ithiok not. [Applause } 

But it is complained that there are great 

abuses in the present system. This I am 
prepared in a measure toadmit, but who is 
responsible for these abuses? It is admitted 
on all hands that the system is not a perfect 
one. We must do the best we can under 
the circumstances. If we were rich and 
powerful we would have a different system 
probably. We are poor, and io this matter 
in a great measure the creatures of neces- 
sity. But is there necessity for abuses of 
this system? Let us inquire. if you will 
turn to the laws you will find that the gov- 
ernor of the state is empowered to correct 
every possible abuse in the present system. 
The governor is invested by law with pow- 
er to inspect, not only at stated 
times, but at all times, the pbys- 
ical condition of the convicts. He 
can do this through his principal keep- 
eroithe penitentiary. He may do it by 
any other agents selected by himself and 
he hasa contingent fund to pay such agents. 
Ue has it in his power absolutely to ascer- 
tuin whether they have been properly 
treated; whetherthey have been properly 
fed, clothed and properiy attended to in 
sickness. He has and a!ways has had it in 
his power to provide for their proper moral 
and religious instruction. If in any of these 
respects the governor has failed to come up 
to tbe full measureof his duty itis not 
because he lacked power under the jaw, but 
because he has failed to discharge bis duty. 
If the governor bad been ascareful to make 
visitations to the different prison Camps in 
Georgia as he has been to attend the Sunday- 
school interest of New York and elsewhere, 
how manya pang of suffering might have 
been spared to the poor couvicisof this 
state, both <n colored. [Long and 
continued appiause. | | 
Fellow citizens, we want men who will 
do their duty; who will do it because it is 
duty. 
He has preached, as 1 have been informed, 
and as he savs hiaiseif, to the colored peo- 
| ple of the state. Again we say all right. 
But did our good governor ever think it 
worth while to preach to a cgemp of con- 
victs in Georgia? [Great cheering.} Thou- 
sands of holy men have enlisted to teach 
Sunday-schovis, bat who has felt himseli 
commissioned to visit the camps of these 
poor unfortunates and teach them the way | 
Of salvation? Has our governor ever done | 
? Jf so, when and where? [Continued 
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Governor uitt, however, 
urged his triends to waive the matter at least for 
the gubernatorial nomination, and put his case 
squarely on the two-thirds rule. After some dis- 
cussion, this was done, and the chances are that 
there will be but adozen or soe votes against the 
two-thirds rule, if there are any at all. 

Here THe CONnsTiTUTIUN states in terms 
that Governor Colquitt bimself bad urzed 
his friends to waive the matter and to place 
his nomination by the convention squarely 
on the two-thirds rule. Did Tar Consyitv- 
TION state the truth o: not? It was then, 
and is now, the @xtreme advocate of Gov- 
ercor Culquitt’s re election. The governor 
himself would hardly dispute the truih of 
the statement made by Ine ConsTITUTIOoN. 
If that statement be true, what obdli®ation 
did the governor take on himself when he 
vverruled ali objection on the part of his 
friends, aud plac -d bis nomination “square- 
ly on the’two-thirds rale?”’ What obliga- 
tion did he take upon himself when he 
lanthorized Generali Young, his friend, to 
move the adoption of the_ two-thirds 
rule in the convention? Now, I ask, 
in all candor of his friends here to-night, 
was not Governor Colquitt bound by bis 
action, in morals, in honor and in religion, 
not to accept a candidacy unless conferred 
by the convention under the two-thirds 
rule? Was he not bound in honor, neitber 
by himself nor friends to throw any obstac:e 
in the way of a nomination uuder the two- 
thirds rule inthe convention? Did be not 
in effect say that it was the duty of thecon- 
vention to make a nomination under that 
rule? That the majority rule for nominat- 
ing should not obtain in the convention? 
Was not he pledged in honor, to reject a 
candidacy unless tendered by a two-thirds 
vote of the convention? I ask every ad- 
herent of Governor Colquitt here to-night 
to answer these questions to his own cun- 
science. You are honorable men, you are 
American citizens and Georgians. Don’t you 
| know tha: the governor by his action in the 
| premises was estopped from denying the 
| validity of the two-thirds rule, and from 
‘seeking a candidacy for governor under any 
other :ule? The rule washisin this special 
case; it was adopted by his suggestion, it 
wa3 imposed upon the convention by his 
friends, and if there is such a thing upon 
this earth as a man being bound by his act, 
then the governor was bound to allow the 
two-thirds rule todo its Jegitimate work 
,iu the convention. [{Applause.] By con- 
sent, stronger than if 1t had been expressed 
in terms, he bound himself to be governed 
by the will of a minority of more than one- 
third of the convention against him. He 
; stands today pledged before the world, 
nettoaccept of a candidacy for governor 

over the opposition of such a mino.ity. 
Permit me to pause herea moment and 
inquire whowas the disorganizer in this 
convention? Was it the governor who intro- 
duced the two-thirds rule in the conven- 
tion, and then abrogated that rule to accept 
ofacandidacy undera different rule, or 
was it the minority who accepted the gov 


ton.

lt is impossible aimost to exaggerate, 

when viewed from a party standpoint, the 
danger likely to @msue from this situa- 
tion. 
_ A president of the United States is to be 
elected during the present year. Merbers 
of congress are also to be chosen; and the 
mnost injurious effects will not improbably 
ensue from the unfortunate division in the 
late democratic convention of this state. If 
mo other damaging result shou!d follow 
therefrom, we can no longer say that the 
democratic party in G-orgia is a unit. The 
division, then, will likely erystaliz> and it 
is not improbable that the great democratic 
party of the state will hereafter exist in two 
or pefhaps more factions; each striving not 
to evercome the foe of democracy, but to 
erush out the existence of the other.
